McGlll University, in the intercol- 
legiate boxing and wrestling meet 
and the McGlll Boxing, Wrestling 
and Fencing C lub, have grown pros- 
perous at the same time.

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THE RUGBY CLUB 

It is but fitting that in view of the fact that a statement of the 
financial standing of the Rugby Club at the present time appears 
elsewhere in our columns that we should express an opinion on the 
way in which the football situation has been handled. Faced as 
the Students* Council vas at the beginning of the session with an 
enormous deficit, it was only natural to expect that some steps 
would be taken to prevent, if possible, the recurrence of such fin- 
ancial handicap. 

The Council entered upon its duties in the fall determined to 
do everything in its power to right itself, if we may use the expres- 
sion. It was decided that if this were to be done and that soon, 
that it would be necessary to pursue a policy of rigid economy. 

Such a policy, after the rather lax administration of the pre- 
vious year, would be expected, no doubt, to arouse some opposition 
on the part of members of the football team especially. But such 
has not been the case. The team and coach have viewed the sit- 
uation in a very unselfish way, have been willing to sacrifice much, 
that at uie end of the season a creditable showing from a financial 
standpoint might be forthcoming. Such an attitude is deserving of 
the highest praise from the student body. 

The football statement of this year exceeds all expectations. It 
was generally felt that expenses could be reduced to a considerable 
extent, but that a surplus of over three thousand dollars at the end of 
the season should be forthcoming is away in excess of our highest 
* hopes. That this has been possible is due wholly to the untiring ef- 
forts and foresight of the management, who saw clearly that given 
the proper conditions, the football season could be made a success. 
That it has been so, but a casual glance over the statement will suf- 
fice to show. 

THE RINK 

Objections have been raised to the proposition to tax individual 
classes to pay for the upkeep of the campus rink. Misunderstanding 
over the "why" of this may have arisen.

If Those Over 24 Years of Age Are Excluded from Oxford Uni- 
versity Sports, Should They Be Allowed to Compete Against 
Cambridge. — They Seem to Be Arguing Against the 
Regulation Too Much, is Rhodes Scholars' Opinion

the Daily, the Oxford University Ath- 
letiu Club executive lias taken action 
in a matter uhldi will affeqt the ath- 
letic engfbtlity of Rhodes Scholars, 
At a meeting held last week, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were passed— "That 
residence of any time in any other 
university or similar institution shall 
disqualify a competitor from compel- 
:«s iu tli© o. I*. A. i". Freabmen'fl 
Sports; and that in the O. V. A. C. 
SpoMn, as distinct from college sports, 
no • . nip •;!:•.!• of more lhan twenty- 
f.nu- years of use shall be eligible. 
These resolutions will take effect in 
the Michaelmas term of 19I4." 

Fortunately these i eg u hil: Urns are not 
as drastic as was urged by a number 

■ f those who have been foremost in 
the agitation. Indeed, the regulations 
are not meeting wttJi as much critic- 
ism annul',' the Rhodes Soholure them- 
selves as among the Knglish undcrgrud- 
luw-s .if the university, ti large and 
influential proportion of whom inter- 
pret these rules as "crawling tootles" 
On the part of the athletic authorities. 
S.. far as the American and Overseas 
Dominion*' represent!! tives lire, con- 
cerned, «I ho rules are taken in good 
part, and the only criticism advanced 
is that the age limit of :'l years Is it 
purely arbitrary one, and means no- 
thing when applied to comparative 
athiinic performance. 

It is pointed ,1111 thot the almost in- 
variable rule is that Rhodes Scholars, 
whether from the United States or the 
BrVtkrh Dominions, pire as good ath- 
letes if imt better at the age of -2 us 
they are at '.'à or -'>. If an age dis- 
tinct!, n is sought it would he logical 
to choose a considerably younger stan- 
dard, i in the whole, however, there 
Is no ill-feeling on the strength of the 
new rules, and il may be said that Ihe 
athle'.l executive has solved a delicate 
problem in a highly prodtta.blo manner. 

But the agitators who have kept the 
ipiosiion alive are only partially satis- 
fied, They have renewed their agita- 
tion, regarding what has been done 
a< only the preliminary stop in a 
wholesale rtlsquttldfioaitlon <•( nil Am- 
erican and Overseas athletes at Ox- 
".>r.1. The ne\t slop sought Is to < 
elude those who come under either or 
both of 'the categories mentioned In Hie 
rules quoted oibove from participating 
I in the Inter- Varsity spurts, nr. for that 
matter, in any athletic contest hu- 
tween the universities. 

A prontl ne nil writer on Varsity ques- 
tions comments as follows in a letter 
t.i the Sunday Times of November 
23:— "If the • Ircumstancea under which 
Hh.iles Scholars become undergrad- 
uates are so exceptional that the O. V. 

A. C. fee) Justified In excluding them 
from their own sports it Would seem 



arguable that the second resolution 
Should bo extended and made applicable 
to the Inter- Varsity sports. Canltnibs 
aro not, of course, going to ask for it, 
but I submit that the O. U. A. Ç. 
should mako lit quite clear now whether 
it Is their Intention to extend the sec- 
ond resolution and make It applicable 
to the inter-university epot'ia, or 
whether having passed a resolution ex 
eluding Khodes Scholars over twenty 
four years of ago from competing in 
their own University sports, they ore 
ydt to be allowed to compete against 
Cambridge," 

In connecUon with this quotation, 
it Is pertinent 'to note that the o. IT. 
A. C. did no 1 ; mention "Rhodes Schol- 
ars" In either of their resolutions, and 
although it Is true that U Is this class 
that will be affected principally, sjilll 
the legislation i.s not discrimin- 
atory, us certain critics would have it 
read. 

Indeed, It Is lumentablo Ithat the agi- 
tators persist in their efforts to have 
the Ithodes Scholars excluded from 
the athletics, and hence the association 
of their British fellow-undergraduates. 
If the matter stands as at present 
thero Is no likelihood of trouble or 
bitterness, but the wearisome repetition 
of Insinuations of professionalism mid 
■'mug-chasing" will go u long wuy to 
Injure the high ideals of the founder 
Of the great Trust. 

Any further action on the part of 
tho Oxford athletic authorities would 
bo fraught with serious consequences 
to the lihodes movement. Some years 
ago it was complained thut 'the Rhodes 
Scholars In general and especially 
those from the United Slates, were in- 
clined to associate almost exclusively 
among themselves. Whaever measure 
of truttll there may have been in this 
Charge at the time, it certainly does 
not apply now, because li is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule for Ithodes 
Scholars ito associate exclusively with 
one anot her. 

Hut once Oxford begins to make a 
class distinction, the tendency towards 
excluslvenesa will become a reality. If 
excluded from till branches of univer- 
sity s|>ort, iis some criticH would have 
them, 'the three hundred or so Ithodes 
Scholars in resilience would r,,rm their 
own athletic clubs, and would become 
virtually a separate organization. It is 
hard to understand the consistent hos- 
tllltyjof a certain number of prominent 
writers on Varsity sirtijerts, 

StAly they have failed -to realize the 
great purpose which the founder of the 
Trust had in view. They furthermore 
fail to realize that im pursuance of 
these purposes, the Ithodes Scholars 
are not chosen at the animal meelinirs 
of the Amateur Athletic Unions of the 
respective countries to which the 
scholarship applies.

■ watched a tall blondish looking hoy 
place his hoofs to ihe leather, A few 
seconds later the oval aeroplaned to 
tbe dead line behind the McQIU pots, 
[cuthbert Barwit, artisan of the loe, 
|and one of the greatest punters un- 
earthed in recent years was the tall, 
slim one who propelled the spheroid. 

By all those who have seen him In 
action he has been pronounced the 
dean of punting experts for the year 
j 1913. 

1 llarwis is one of the outstanding 
examples of what an asset a good 
punter Is in football. For years past 

I learns have been carried on the hefty 
booting ability of one man. 

PUtttlng is essentially the great ad- 
junct of the Canadian game, or rath- 
er has been, until McOlll upset tra- 
dition this year. 

llarwis carried ft.M.C. single- 
handed this year. It Is said that the 
former Ottawa hoy could stand on 
the centre line and shoot a spiral to 
within several feet of the deadline 
behind the goal. Then, again, he 
was no slouch as a drop kicker, bh his 
record of three in one game would 

denote. 

Ollmming back historical sport 
pages we iiir! thai punting and punt- 
er, have played a big part In tbe de- 
velopment of Ihe game. Away bark 
In the 80's Modeste Quillet upheld 
the honor of Ottawa College and for 
six years booted tbcm to victory and 



renown. Football at that time was 
in a fairly muddled condition and 
league games were not played so reg- 
ularly as now. 

In tho early nineties there arosn 
on the football llrmament, a meteor 
who for nearly ten years dominated 
tho football world. Eddie Qleeton, 
now a prosperous barrister of Otta- 
wa, was probably the greatest kick- 
er thai ever played the Canadian 
game. 

Old-timers recall with thrills the 
mighty punting duels between ho and 
John Lolth Counsel!, now also a bar- 
rister, of Hamilton. Both were play- 
ers of unusual calibre, and besides 
their punting ability combined foot- 
ball Intelligence of an unusual order. 

Coming down the ages, we find the 
passing of tho old time throw in 
•game, with tho Incidental modifica- 
tion of the rules. This brought 
I punters more than ever In the limc- 
I light, The old regime had developed 
tome other master workmen of tho 
loe. Boyd, Callaghan, Joe Ulecson, 
Ilardlsty and other forgotten heroes 
were then in thoir zenith. 

The Intercollegiate League began 
after this to push Its way Into prom- 
inence and after Casey Baldwin's 
team upset tradition by defeating Ot- 
tawa, assumed a predominant place 
in rugby affairs from which it has 
never been ousted. 

Nineteen hundred and six saw the 
complete revolution of the old gome, 
and a hunch of punters flourished 
during this regime. 

Oene Dérocher, of Ottawa College, 
loomed up at this time as the best 
punter In the game. Ills forte was 
distance on footwork. Ben Simpson 
and Cordon Southern were also in the 
limelight, and were rated nt the foot- 
ball clearing house as AI perform- 
ers, both offensively and defensively. 

The next year Nick Bawlf, Steph- 
ens, .Murray. Kennedy, and Ken Wil- 
liams were the Big Four of the kick- 
ing world, .lack Williams wns also 
attracting favorable attention. 

The three following years bo far
